This is a soft so­ 
ciety plum sought a fter by those of socia l posi­ 
tion with the money to m a inta in it. 
Hoping to ca pita lize the a ncient fa mily na me 
of Roosevelt — though ha rdly rela ted to the grea t 
T. R. (THE REAL) — the Democra ts put him up 
a s a ca ndida te for vice president. 
His pitiful efforts in tha t roie to be a swa sh­ 
buckler a lmost put him into oblivion. 
But the rugged old wa rrior A1 Sm ith wa s 
grooming him self for the Presidency. He picked 
Roosevelt to be his successor a s Governor. The 
rough a nd rea dy A1 from the sidewa lks of New 
York needed him for scenic effects. He ha d the 
socia l position, the cultura l a dva nta ges of a n 
old fa mily na me a nd riches. A1 picked him a s 
the pa rsley to the fish. 
He wa s elected governor when A1 wa s defea ted. 
Ta mma ny did not go for Al, one of its offspring, 


but did go for the pa tricia n High Ha t. And now 
for four yea rs he ha s been governor of New York, 
the richest a nd most populous sta te in the Union. 
The question na tura lly a rises, WHAT HAS HE 
DONE IN NEW YORK? 
The 
a nswer comes ea sily 
a nd 
a ccura tely: 
NOTHING. 
For four yea rs he ha s ta lked va cuous nothings, 
ha s ducked a nd dodged on every issue. Ta x es 
ha ve rolled up to the highest ever known in tha t 
sta te a nd he ha s not even ma de protest. The 
sca nda ls of Wa ll street a re a t his door unno­ 
ticed. He feebly tries to bla me these ma rket or­ 
gies on President Hoover when the New York 
stock ma rket is under direct control of the Gov­ 
ernor’s office.
